VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the fol- 
lowing lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the record of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the General Laws of Massa- 
chusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer regis- 
tered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and twelve, in 
this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the birth of every 
child in cases of which he was in charge showing date and place 
of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, the name, 
age, birth place, occupation and residence (including the street 
number, if any) of each parent, the maiden name of the mother 
and the name of the physician or officer, if any, personally attending

the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the names of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon written 
request of both the father and mother. Said physician or officer 
shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or register of the town where such birth occurred, a report 
stating the facts herein above required to be shown on said record 
and also the said written request, if any provided, that if said report 
is not so made within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver 
to said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of the 
birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, and 
the family name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate of the 
town clerk stating that any such birth has been duly reported, the 
town treasurer shall pay to such physician or officer a fee of twenty- 
five cents for each birth so reported. Any physician or any such 
officer violating any provision of this section shall forfeit not more 
than twenty-five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a child 
is born, having knowledge of the facts required for record relative 
to such births, shall furnish the same upon request of the clerk of 
the town where such child was born or its parents reside, or of any 
person authorized by him. Such member or servant refusing to fur- 
nish such facts shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parent, within forty days after the birth of a child, 
and every householder, within forty days after a birth in his house, 
shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of the town where 
such child is born. Every householder in whose house a death oc- 
curs and the oldest next of kin of a deceased person in the town 
where the death occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause 
notice thereof to be given to the board of health.

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REVALUATION OF PROPERTY 


At our Annual Town Meeting in 1953 it was voted that Hope- 
dale property should be revalued by an outside firm qualified in 
that particular field. Accordingly, the J. M. Cleminshaw Co. of 
Cleveland, Ohio, specialists in that line, have been retained and 
have revalued all real property and taxable public utilities within 
the town. 


Reasons for doing this include bringing all property assessments 
into line thereby to correct inequities which may have crept in over 
a period of years and to provide for local assessors a system by 
which they may more effectively carry on in years to come. 


Briefly the system employed has first resulted in establishing 
for each piece of taxable property a fair market value as of 1953. 
Factors considered in pricing at local reproduction cost less de- 
preciation, however caused, are: type of structure, purpose, quality 
of construction, facilities, size of building and lot, age, improve- 
ments, location, obsolescence and physical depreciation. Industrial 
property has been appraised according to local replacement value 
. giving consideration to location, plant layout, surplus construction 
and depreciation due to obsolescence, inadequacy and other factors. 


Once determined, these current values have been reduced for 
assessment purposes. At present, assessed valuation is set at 40% 
of actual. 


As a result of this work all property values have been brought 
into line as of the present time. Our assessors have a system set up 
for them by which they may continue their work more effectively 
and will be able to make future adjustments or determine valuation 
for new construction more accurately and equitably. Finally, the 
40% assessed valuation makes it possible for the Town to lower its 
tax rate very appreciably.

The Librarian respectfully submits the sixty-eighth annual 
report. 

The year 1953 has shown a steady increase in circulation in the 
adult and juvenile departments. This is the case in spite of numerous 
interruptions in regular service due to the illness of the assistant 
librarian.

Valuable gifts from the great-granddaughter of Reverend Adin 
Ballou include the Ballou family Bible, portraits in oil of Reverend 
Ballou and his wife Lucy, and an oil painting of the “Old House,” 
the Community home of Hopedale’s first settlers. 

Near the Host of the year the librarian regretfully ended her 
years of service due to compulsory retirement age. It is a pleasure 
to know that the work is being carried on in the effiicient hands of 
the new librarian, Mrs. Irene F erguson, with her assistant, Mrs. 
Marjorie Hattersley, in charge of the juniors.
